Extra& of aletter from Lieutenant-General Sir Eyre Contes 
Knight of the Bath, dated Fort St George, January 28, 
1752, received at the Office of th > Earl of Shelburne, one 
of bis Majefty’s Principal Secretaries of State, June 4- 

AFTER the action with Hyder Ally, on the ift of July, 
Tay next object was to march to the. nerthward, in order to ef- 
fect a junction with the Bengal detachtnent, and in the way to 
relieve Vandiwath, which was invefted. by a detachment under 
‘Tippo Saib, who had begun to raife battaries, and to make o- 
ther neceffary preparations for a fiege. My movements had the 
defired. effe&, as Tippo Saib, upon bearing of my approach, 
drew off, and took the route by Ginget, by which road Hyder 
was alfo fuppofed to have moved towan!s Arcot. 

On the 26th of Jaly, [ arrived with the army-at the mount, 
marched again on the 3rft, and on the 3d of Augutt happily 
effeted the junction, with the Bengal detachment, and retura- 
ed to the Mount en the sth, where the whole encamped. 

On the 16th, the whole army marche from the Mount. ; 

On the 2oth, I laid fiege to Tripaffare, and on the 23d ib 
the morning it furrendered on terms of ¢apitulation. The a 
qitifition Was of confequence, and happening at the time it did, 
was 4 moft fortunate one, as the advance of Hyder’s army, 
coming to the relief of the befieged, had in that very) moment 
appeared ia fight, and there remained only in camp one clay’s rice. 

By means of the Paddy which we fovnd in the fort, I was

fpot, had. determined, as 1 was informed by my intelligence, t> 
try his fortune in a fecond battle. LT accordingly marched, on: 
the 27thy inthe morning, towards him; and, as reported, about 
eight o’ctock we difcovered his army. ia order of battle, and in 
fuil force to receive us, and in poffeflion of many ftrong and ad- 
vantageous polts, *odered the more formiduble by the nature 1 
of the country ying between, which was interfected by very 
deep water-courfes. In fhort, nothing could be more formida- 
ble than the fituation of the enemy, and nothing more arduous 
than our.approach. To prefent a front to them, I was obliged 
to form the line under a very heavy cannonade from feveral bat- 
teries, as well as from the evemy’s line, which galled us exceed- 
ingly, and was a very trying fituation for the troops, who bore 
it with a firmnefs and undaunted bravery which did them the 
higheft honour, and fhewed a fleady valour, not to be furpaffed 
by the firft veterans of any nation in Europe. The conflict lait- 
ed from nine in the morning till near fun-fet, when we had 
drove thé enemy from all their {trong pofts, and obliged them 
to retreat with precipitation, leaving us, in. full poflefiion of the 
field of battle. Our lofs on this occafion was ‘heavier than on 
the 1 of July, and that of the enemy lefs, owing to their hav- 
ing theltered themfelves under cover of banks of tanks, and other 
grounds which they poffeffed favourable for that purpofe. Ge- 
neral Stuart had the misfartune to lofe his leg by a cannon fhet, 
whilft bravely condudting the fecond line to the fupport of a polt 
which Lhad occupied at the commencement of the engagement, 
and on which the enemy had kept up a very fevere fire. The 
fame thet alfo carried away the leg of Colonel Brown; and, 
having caufed his death, deprived the company of a very old 
and faithful fervant, and the army of an able and experienced 
officer.

Mr Macdonald, one of the Duke’s counfel, in arguing the cafe, con- 
tended, that the refolution of the Houfe was.not valid. 
The counfel were ordered to withdraw by the Earl of Radnor, who 
fubmitted to their Lordthips to know, wheiker the ecounfel ought to ar- 
gue againit the refolution of the Heufe, which wasa precedent to guide 
their Lordtbips;, and, that unief$.the circumflances had changed, ap- 
plied to the prefent cafe. 

‘The Lord Chancellor faid, the counfel were entitled, in his opinion,
